GERMANS THROW IN HUGE RESERVES

FAIL CHECK REDS 


DESPERATE NAZI AT-

MOSCOW, May 
18.—(if) 


—With the Red army clos- 
ing1 in steadily upon vital 
Kharkov, 
battlefront 
dis- 


pitches reported today that 
the Germans were hurling 
flying wedges of tanks and 
trailer-carried troops into 
death traps in the Russian lines 
In a desperate attempt to break 
up the offensive now in Its seventh 
day. 


Pravda reported that these Nazi 
counter-attacks 
on 
wheels 
and 
treads as well as mass 
German 
parachute landings of as many as 
120 troops at a time, had failed to 
check the Impetus of the Russian 
thrust. 


Already that drive has gained 


13 to 37 miles over 
bloodstained 
battlefields 
littered 
with 
the 


bodies of 12,000 German dead and 
the wreckage of war 
materials 
hard to replace, the Russians an- 
nounced officially. 


(British military 
sources said 
Marshal Timoshenko's armies were 
advancing on a 100-mile front ex- 
tending In an arc from Volchansk, 
30 miles northwest of Kharkov, to 
Krasnograd, 60 miles southwest of 
Kharkov. These sources said that, 
although stiffened German resist- 
ance undoubtedly had slowed the 
Russian push in some places, it 
had been stopped nowhere) 


Increase In Nazi Tank Use. 
Pravda reported that the 
Ger- 
mans were using—and losing tanks 
in constantly Increasing numbers 
in an attempt to save Kharkov and 
safeguard the vulerable 
southern 


flank. 


The communist party organ said 
that in a single attack 15U "* tanks

through to a besieged Nazi posit- 
ion. 


When the first attack was stop- 


ped, the Germans followed up with 
16 others during the 
same day, 
Pravda said. It reported that 18 
tanks were destroyed in the first 
clash and 43 in the 
others,

said that where wedges were driven 
into the Russians lines they 
were 
smashed by intense anti-tank fire. 


Parachute Trovps. 


Reporting attempts to land troops 


from the air in back of the Rus- 
sian line, Pravdo said that swarms 
of 120, BO and 30 parachutists had 
been dropped In recent operations 
but that two of these groups were 
wiped out to a man before even 
reaching the ground. 


At mid-day today, the 
regular 
Soviet communique reported that 
Soviet soldiers fought stiff engage- 
ments "in areas of the 
town of 
Kerch." 


(This indicated that the Russians 
•till held part of tha Crimean city. 
^However, a British military 
com- 


mentator in London said that the 
Germans were in complete posses- 
sion of the Kerch Peninsula, ex- 
cept for Russians holding isolated 
positions.) 


German attacks on the 
Kalinin 


front—the general area northwest 
of Moscow—were beaten back with 
heavy losses, the communique ad- 
ded. 


Trend of Rising 
Prices Halted at 
March Maximum 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
18—(IP)— 


The clock of rising prices 
was 


moved back to March today and 
halted. 


From now on, no retail merchant 


may charge more for 
consumer 


products than the highest price he 
charged in March. While the price 
control order was not expected to 
result in any startling reductions, 
economists figured that the aver- 
age drop in the c»st of living would 
be about 1-2 per cent. 


As a guide to the nearly 2,000,- 


000 American 
retailers affected, 


the office of price administration 
has begun distributing a 
"shop- 
keeper's 
bible," 
entitled 
"what 


every retailer shpuld know about 
the general maxlmu:?. price insu- 
lation." In telling the retailer what 
to do, the OPA bulletin likewise 
lets the customer know what to 
expect on the counters of the cor- 


store. 


Doubled Offensive Scope. 
LONDON, May 18.—<;PJ—Marshal 


Timoshenko's armies have doubled 
the score of their offensive oper- 
ations on the Kharkov front since 
May 12 and their left wing now 
rests on Krasnograd, a British 
military commentator said today. 
Krasnograd is about 60 mller 
, southwest of Kharkov and midway 


between that city and the Dnieper 
river. 


SENATE REFUSED 
TO REDUCE TRAVEL 
EXPENSE 
OFFICIALS 


WASHINGTON, 
May 18.—W)— 


The senate refused today, 43 to 
25, to reduce 
agriculture depart- 
ment travel expenses by $3,200,000 
as it worked along on the $680,- 
000 farm appropriations bill. 


Senator Byrd (D-Va), who offer- 
ed the amendment, told the senate 
he thought the time had como 
to make sharp reducions in the 
overhead expenses of all govern- 
ment departments. 


Senator 
Russell 
(D-Ga), noted 
that the appropriations committee 
already had cut travel allowances 
$1,500,000 and said "if we have er- 
red in this matter, we have re- 
duced 
the 
travel 
expenses too 
much." 


A few minutes later, on a voice 
vote, the senate increased to $40,- 
000,01)0 teh amount for 
loans to 
farm tenants and 
share-croppers 
lor the purchase of farms. 
The 


house had voted $25,000,000, half 
as much as for this year. 
A major battle was expected to 
develop later when economy-mind- 
ed senators seek to eliminate In- 
creases of $26,000,000 In cash and 
$55,000,000 lending authority rec- 
ommended for the Farm Security 
Administration by the appropria- 
tions committee. 


Russell said a controversial sec- 


tion of the bill authorizing the 
sale of 125,000,000 bushels of gov- 
ernmunt-held wheat for livestock 
feeding purposes 
might not be 


reached until tomorrow. Farm bloc 
leaders hoped to work out a com- 
promise.

SCRANTON, Pa., May 
18—(ff)— 
U. S. Representative Patrick J. 
Boland, democratic whip 
In 
the 


house, died of a heart attack 
at 
his home today on the eve of Penn- 
sylvania's 
primary 
election 
at 


which he was seeking renomlnatlon 
for a seventh term. 


The 62-year-old legislator , a close 


friend of President Roosevelt, re- 
turned to Scranton from Washing- 
ton Saturday and spoke last night 
over a local radio station In 
the 
interest of his campaign. 
Friends wno played cards with 


him after the broadcast said 
he 
was in joyful spirits. 
He 
was 


stricken at 5 a. m. today and died 
before a physician arrived. 


A native of Scranton, Rep. Bo- 


land had set a record for service 
from Pennsylvania's llth congres- 
sional district—predominately re- 
publican before he 
first 
sought 


election to congress in 1930. 
He was appointed 
democratic 


whip In his second term. He had a 
great capacity for work, a fact that 
was recognized by all the speakers 
under 
whom he 
served—Byrns, 


Bankhead and Rayburn. Frequent- 
ly his predictions on the outcome 
of critical legislation were astonish- 
ingly accurate. 


Boland was a contender for his 
party's leadership in the house in 
1940 
but yielded in favor of 
Rep. 


McCormack of Massachusetts 
be- 


fore nominations were 
formally 
made. 


Before entering congress Boland 
was a member of the firm of Bland 
Brothers, general contractors, and 
had served In several local elective 
offices. His father, Christopher T. 
Boland, also 
was 
a 
prominent 
Scranton 
contractor.

The signing of the treaty came 


as American negotiators at Mar- 
tinique were continuing their dis- 
cussions with French authorities 
on measures to safeguard French 
Caribbean possessions against pos- 
sible axis moves. 


In Its announcement of the new 


treaty with Panama the State Do 
partrnent assorted the pact was 
"another significant landmark In 
the history of relations between 
the United States and Panama and 
constitutes an Important contrl 
bution to the security of the Canal 
and 
the 
defense of the hcmls 
phere." 


Negotiations for tho 
defensive 
treaty were begun some months 
ago under the Panamanian gov- 
ernment .of 
President 
Arnulfo 
Arias, now In exile. The pact was 
signed today by Edwin C. Wilson, 
United States ambassador to Pan- 
ama, and Panama's Foreign Mln 
Ister Octavio Fabrega. It will be

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Iving conditions; false promises 
of peace; entry of the United 
States into the war; the dismissal 
of Field Marshal Walther Von 
Brauchitsch; and tension between 
Helnrlch 
Hlmmler's 
SS (Elite 
Guard) troops and the .army. 
In the Gorman mind today,.Hes3

Nothing disclosed the panic in 
high Nazi quarters better than 
the steps taken to counteract the 
demoralizing 
effects 
of Hess' 
flight. 
Police 
and plalnclothes 
men were in a general state of 
alarm. Nazi wardheelers In muf- 
l circulated In cafes and bars and 
other public centers to report any- 
one discussing the Hess case. 


First Big Smashup. 
The departure of Hess was the 
first big smashup in the Nazi 
hierarchy since the blood purge 
of 1934. No amount of hushing 
could minimize Its repercussions. 
When officials tried to explain the 
flight as the act of a "crazy man." 
the people asked themselves "are 


•«_ being ruled by crazy men?" 
Then came the invasion of Rus- 
oia.Germans were not prepared for 
it mentally. 
The advisability of 
tackling such a giant—with Brit- 
ain unconquered—not only shook 
the military and political leader- 
ship from top to bottom, but for 
the first time shook general con- 
t'ldencc in the ability of the Nazi 
military machine to swing any- 
thing ft started. 
Not even Hitler's tremendous 
victories against the 
Russians 
could change the conviction in 
the minds of a majority of Ger- 
mans that he had tackled a job he 
couldnt' finish. 
"We've lost the war," was the 


common judgment. 
The obvious efforts to hide the 
heavy casualties of the eastern 
campaign began to make Germans 
question for the first time the 
veriolty of the high 
command's 
war 
communiques. 
Propaganda 
phrases such as "our losses are 
low when compared with our suc- 
cesses" didn't sit well. 
Casualty Reports Not Believed. 
Though Hitler announced aston- 
ishingly low casualty figures, the 
law of averages told the Germans 
that the figures couldn't be right.

RULES ESTABLISHMENT MAXIMUM 
PRICES CITED; MERCHANTS MUST 
SHOW 'COST-OF-LIVING' PEAKS 


DALLAS,

Business men seeking to establish 
maximum 
prices, 
into 
effect 


on May 18, on articles that were 
not sold during March and had no 
offering price—such as a new line 
of 
canned 
goods—have 
definite 


rules to follow under the Maximum 
Price Regulation, Max I-,. McCul- 
lough, region administrator of the 
Office 
of Price 
Administration, 


said today. 


Ceiling prices on such commodi- 


ties, Mr. McCollough said, can he 
determined in this way: 
1. The seller must establish as 


his maximum price 
the highest 


price charged in Morch, 1942, for 
the most nearly similar article. The 
seller cannot use his own discretion 
to adjust the maximum price for 
the new article up or down because 
It may vary in grade or quality or 
size, but must adhere strictly to 
the "March highest" price of 
the 


most similar article. 
"Similar Commodity" 


A "similar commodity" is defined 


as one that has the same use, gives 
the buyer fairly equivalent service- 
ability, and is of a 
type which 


ordinarily would be sold In 
the 


same price line. 
2. In cases in which a seller did 


not deal in the same 
or similar 


commodities or 
services 
during 


March, 1942 (for example, a person 
who took on a completely new line 
of goods during April), he must 
base his maximum price on 
the 


Highest 
price 
charged 
during 


March by his most closely 
com-i 


petitlve seller of the same class. ! 
The seller here cannot use 
the| 


prices of a more pretentious store 
in a better neighborhood, but must 
find a store as nearly like his own 
as possible. If the "competitive | 
seller" does not have, 
item 
by j 


item, the same brands and grades j 
of goods, the seller seeking prices! 
must apply the most nearly similar 
commodity standard 
as 
outlined 


above. 
3. 
In fixing a maximum price 


on wholly new articles which have 
no standard of camparison, the sei- j 
ler will select the fastest moving 
comparable article of the same' 
classification, divide Its maximum 
price by his current replacement 
cost and multiply the percentage 
result by the cost of the new arti- 
cle. For example, you are trying 
to price a straw hat which did not 
sell or offer for sale during March, 
1942. 
Then you may compare 
it 


with a felt hat of the same general 
price range. For instance, divide 
$2.00 (current replacement cost of 
felt hat) into 
$2.80 (maximum 


price of felt hat) and get 1-4 per 
cent. 
Multiply that 
percentage 


(1.4) 
by cost of new article, or, 


In this case, the straw hat, $2.20 
(an example) and you get 
your 


maximum price for the straw hat, 
or $3.08. This figure must be re- 
ported to the nearest OPA

General Regulation 


Here's what every retailer must 


do to conform to the OPA's General 
Maximum Price regulation: 


1. With few exceptions he can- 
not sell any commodity at a price 
higher than he charged in March 
1942, beginning May 18.

7. He must assemble and pre-

serve all records he has customari- 
ly kept after the effective date of 
the price order. 
c. Make and preserve all records 


showing the basis on which

The retailer must prepare 


a statement of his 
base period 


(March, 1942) prices on ALL com- 
modities and a statement of any 
discounts or allowances which he 
offered

customers during the base period. 
On and after July 1, 1942, the re- 
taller shall permit any person to 
exanlne these records during busi- 
ness hours. The retailer has until
